1. (1) These nilc'i may be called the Indian Forest Service 
(Probation) Amendment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on Ibe date of theii publi¬ 
cation in the Official Guzette. 

2. In rule 6 of the Indian Forest Service (Piobihon) Rules, 
1968. after sub-rule (2), the following sub-iules shnM be in¬ 
serted namely :— 
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“(3) Every probationer referred to in sub-rule (3) of rule 
3 who has not attained the age of 52 years on such 
appointment and who has not already undergone 
any training before his appointment to the Service 
shall undergo such training in the Lai Bahadur 
Shastri National Academy of Administration, the 
Forest Research Institute and Colleges, the State 
Training Institutions Hnd other established training 
institutions in the country and for such period as 
the Central Government may consider necessary. 

(4) The provisions of rules 7 to 9 shall not apply to a 
probationer referred to in sub-rule (3).”

Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1966, the Central

States concerned and the Union Public Service Commission 
hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the 
Indian Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regula¬ 
tions, 1966, namely :—
